CTWe commend to the attention ot out read- 
ers the following card from the able and effi- 
cient Senator from McCracken. Dr. Johnson 
deserves great credit loi the zeal which he has 
manifested in reference to the lobarco and iron 
interests of the country. 

Tobacco and iron. 
Editors of the Paducah Commercial 

Gentlemen: I had the honor of introducing a 
series of resolutions into the last Senate ol Ken- 
tucky, which were passed by a unanimous vote 
of both branches of the Legislature, upon the 
subject of Tobacco, calling the attention of the 
Federal power to the onerous burdens which this 
one article of American production has so long 
felt without an effort on the part of the treaty 
making power to correct or to mitigate it. The 
object of this communication is to call the atten 
lion of the country to the whole question ; and 
incidentally to touch upon the present oppressed 
state at the iron, interest — showing that tobacco 
and iron ought to go haud in hand until both are 
placed beyond the reach of demagogues and po- 
litical traders. It is time for the Middle and 
Western States to speak out aud let their voice 
be heard upon these vital und all absorbing in- 
terests. 

' 1 have lor several years been investigating the 
tobacco statistics of this country with the view 
of arriving at a satisfactory solution of the diffi- 
culties which have surrounded the whole subject 
for the last half century, uud I will with your 
permission, call the attention of your readers to 
auch facts us I have beeu uble to collect, with the 
view of showing the present status of the tobac- 
co question, and the temedy for all the existing 
evils by which this source of national and indi- 
vidual wealth is and will coutiuue lo be burden 
ed, unless some means are devised for the remo 
val of them. 

The tobacco trade is at this lime very much 
depressed, and an inquiry into the cause of it, 
together with such other fuels as lie in the way, 
will be a litliug employment for the tobacco 
plauters aud all others engaged in the traffic. 

The British tariff' is seventy seven cents per 
pound, or seventy -seven dollars for 100 B>s, or 
in other words, a hogshead of tobacco weighing 
sixteen hundred pounds, and costing in this coun- 
try about $5110, bas to pay in England, in the 
form of duty or tax, ttcrhe hundred and thirty two 
dollars, before it can be sold iu any of the Egg- 
lish markets. The Government realizing au an 
nual income of twenty-three millions ol dollars 
lrom tobacco alone. 

Iu France, the tobacco trade is in the hands 
of the Kegio, a company of six persons, to 
whom the government farms the privilege of 
selling tobacco exclusively, uud realizes the im 
mensc sum of thirty live millions of dollars per 
annum. 

In Austria, the larill amounts lo nearly eleven 
millions. In Spain to six millions. In Prussia, 
and the lesser German and Italian States, and iu 
Russia the annual duties are forty-three millions, 
making one hundred and eighteen millions of 
dollars which the article of tobacco alone pays to 
foreign governments. 

By referring to the cylcopcdi* of commerce, it 
will be seen lhal ihe whole crop of tobacco for the 
year 1858, brought to the planter $17,01)9,767— 
and this seventeen millious of dollars worth of 
tobacco sent abroad, is taxed the monstrous sum 
of one hundred and eighteen millions of dollar* 
or seven times the value of the whole tobacco 
crop raised in the United States! Tobacco com 
prises the one eleventh of all our exports, uud 
yet it pays in the form of tax seventy-seven mil 
lions of dollars more than everything else put 
together, exported from litis country. If cotton 
and sugar were thus taxed, the South would soon 
be depopulated, and would again become a wil- 
derness — or if flour and corn and beef and pork and 
lard were thus taxed, how much of either would 
be raised for exportation? 

The Southern States pay almost nothing in the 
way of commercial tax, whilst the Northern or 
manufacturing States ».-e protected by a home 



land ol thirl) p»i cent., aud yet tUe tobacco j ' 
planters in three or four States, are made to pay 
one hundred and eighteen millions of dollars out ' 
of one hundred and sixty millions, which is the I 
whole sum the world claims off' of our commerce 
tor the privilege of gelling our products in their 
markets! We have been so long the sport of 
politicians and tricksters, and sold and resold at 
every revision of the tariff, that it is in vain for 
the tobacco planter to look to the treaty making 
power for relief, unless they take steps to demand 
a redress of their wrongs. President making is 
the only employment of Congress from oneelee 
tion to the next, and this state of things will I 
continue unless the people rise in Ibeir power, i 
and demand that tobacco shall be placed upon i 
the reciprocity footing in the next adjustment of 
the tariff with foreign nations; and if theBe will 
not relax their policy, then let us demand coun- 
tervailing dutie9 upon their productions until tbey 
do change their policy. By countervailing duties 
is meant paying thtm lack in their own coin. — | 
Let us increase our tariff on iron, silks, wine, 
brandy, silver and gold ware, &c, &c, to the 
same rate which they are charging on tobacco, 
and the tariff on tobacco will be reduced in 
twelve months. Aud in addition to the increase 
of its consumption in England, Ireland, Scot 
land, and the Continent it will open up to us the 
whole of the British possessions in India, where 
there is not sold one pound of tobacco, and where 
opium i9 exclusively used among a population of 
six hundred millions of people. 

The iron interest would be put on its legs 
again by this movement. It is known to some 
Of our readers that out of fifty furnaces that 
were in blast four years ago, on the Cumberland 
and Tennessee rivers, only seven are now in 
operation, the others are abandoned and going to 
decay, and most of their owners, ruined in for 
tune, arc dragging out their lives in poverty. A 
countervailing tariff of ten dollars a ton ou pig 
iron and twenty on bar iron would set every fur 
nace in a blaze that is now abandoned, and build 
as manv more; and it would do even more than 
this — it would reduce the tariff on tobacco before 
another crop could be raised and sold. And, 
w hen this is done, then we can afford to re- 
duce the tariff on iron to five dollars a ton for 
pig and ten for bar iron, or to a protective 
standard merely, nod, as our manufacturers get 
able to compete with the cheap labor and capi- 
tal of England, reduce il slill lower, to any point 
in fact that il would bear, so as to extend ade 
quate protection and nothing more. 

A great English statesman oure said, speak- 
ing of iron, that "the man who discovered iron 
and its uses, deserves to be called the friend of 
man and the lather of plenty." No nation ever 
did prosper that failed to extend all necessary 
encouragement to this great element of civiliza- 
tion, happiness, and plenty. So that while we 
are looking to what is due to tobacco, we should 
also look to the iron interest, as going hand in 
hand with other leading interests. 

Iu my next, I shall propose n plan of organiza- 
tion for all the counties interested in tobacco, 
and with your permission, will make the Com- 
mcreial the medium, with ihe hope that other pa- 
pers in and ont of the Slate will aid iu the move- 
ment, until a thorough organization is had, and 
the public voice is made to riug in ihe right di 
rection.

QnARTKR master ObnbRal^ Orrtci, 
Frankfort, April 18, 1800. \ 

BV direction of tbe Governor of the State, 1 hereby 
call tbe atteutlon of the commandants of existing 
military, organi:ed under the old law, to the following 
provisions of the new Military Law, to-wit: 

**$ 2i. Within nlnet) days alter the passage of this 
act every existing military company which bas been fur- 
nished with .- lute arms »hall coniorm to the require- 
ments of this act which relate to ronsteiing new com- 

Ftaulea Into the Stale Guard; but U snail not be an abao- 
ute requiaite that such companies shall have the full 
strength required for new companies, or that the mem - 
borsof auch companies shall be eighteen yearaof age. 
The commanding officer under the preaent organisation 
of auch companies shall make out, a statement of all 
arms, equipment, and public property lo ponaeaslon of 
the company and of h - members, and submit the same 
to the county Judge, who, if hedeemlt expedient, shall 
Indorse on said ftalement that It Is with his sanction that 
aald arms and equipments are held by said company; 
after which iudorsement the arms and equipments so 
described ahall be charged against auch county in like 
manuer aa if they bad been Issued as provided in cases 
of new companies mustered Into the service under this 
act. The statement of arms, thus Indorsed, together 
with the commander's report of the strength of the com- 
pany, shall be transmitted to the Inspector general, who 
shall cause the company to be mustered Into the State 
Guard, and the election of officers to take place In the 
same manner aa Is provided for a new company. 

' ■' .v Should any existing company fall, within the 
required time, to comply with the above prescribed con- 
ditions, H shall be considered as disbanded; and It ahall 
be the duty of the county attorney, or tbe Common* 
wealth^ attorney for the district In which such disband- 
ed company existed, on the representation of any offl 
cer of the Active Militia, lo take tbe necessary legal 
steps to obtain the restitution of the State arms and oth- 
er property which had been issued for the us« of such 
company. 

"$27. After the «<xpiralion of ninety days from ihe 
passage of this act, uo per«on who Is not a member of 
the Active Mllltla, shall retain or have In his possession, 
at any time, anus or military equipments belonging to 
the stale, unless they have been properly issued to such 
person In pursuance of law. ana he shall be permitted 
by proper authority to retain the sarna In tbe discharge 
of a public duty; and no person, whether of the Active 
Militia or not, shall use auy public arms or equipments 
for his private use; under the penalty, in either of the 
above cases, of not less than five dollars for eaeb offense, 
lo be recovered before a justice of the peace, on Infor- 
mation by the county attorney; or in tbe case of a mem- 
ber of the Active Militia, il maybe recovered by sen- 
tence of a conrt martial. 

" "-. No public arms or e.julpmenta oi any kind 
shall hereafter be i->«ued to any person not members of 
the Active Militia, except in lime of war, insurrection, 
or public danger so Imminent that ihe commander-in- 
chief shall consider that the public safety requires him 
to make the issue."

"It is high time that the wounds it hat inflict- 
ed should be. healed up and closed: and that, to 
avoid, in all future time, the agitations which 
must be produced by the conflict of opinion on 
(he slavery question, existing as this institution 
does in some of the States, and prohibited as it 
is in others, the true principle which ought to 
regulate the action of Congress in loriniDg Ter- 
ritorial Governments for each newly acquired 
domain is to refrain from all legislation on the 
subject in the Territory acquired, so long as it 
retains the Territorial form of Government — 
leaving it to the people of said Territory, when 
thev have attained to a condition which entitles 
Iberu to admission as a Stale, to decide for them 
selves the question of the allowance or prnhibi 
lion of domestic slavery." 

These sentiments found a response in the heart 
of every conservative man in the nation. The 
Northern Abolitionists and Southern Nnllifiers 
alone denounced the settlement made by the 
. ompromisc measures of 1K>0. If we remember 
correctly the Cincinnati Gazette heartily sustain- 
ed the course of Mr. Clay during the memorable 
struggle of 1850, and subsequently pledged it- 
self to sustain the nt ttlement of 1850. But to 
this position it d,id not adhere. For some time 
past that paper, if we mistake not, together with 
the Republican journals throughout the North, 
have been loudly demanding that Congreis shall 
interfere and pass a law prohibiting slavery in all 
the territories. 

But it seems, however, thai many ot the Ke- 
puhlieau papers are willing to forego Congress 
ioual interference, for the abolition of slavery 
in the territories, and rely upon the policy of 
"non intervention." For instance, the Gazette 
in Its issue of the 8th inst., referring to the above 
views of Mr. Clsy, uses this language 

"This non intervention policy, under a Govern- 
ment whose smypathies on the side of free labor 
snd whose spirit and policy is opposed to the for 
cible extension of slavery — that is, in favor of 
giving tree labor that fair chance which is certain 
10 secure its ptepondance in all territory that is 
inviting to the settler, is all that very many Re- 
pcbUcano care for." 

How it is to be determined whetbet or not 
1 he •'lympathits" of the Government "are on 
1 ti«- side .if Ada Isbor" the Gazette fails to 
State But we will say to that paper, and to all 
Northern men. that all conservative Southern 
men oppose ' the forcible t+tention of slavery," 
just as violently as they oppose the "forcible 
abolirion of slavery," nor will any true son of 
(he South ever deny s "lair chance" to free la- 
bor in the territories ill that, the South does, 
or eve. wilt demand, will he a "fair chance" for 
all kinds of labor in the territories. But what- 
ever may be thought about these points it is per 
lectly clear that, according to the confession of the 
Gaiette, there are "very many Republicans" who 
are entirely satisfied with the "non intervention 
policy" as announced by the Sage of Ashland.

He moved an amendment that a com- 
mittee of one of each State be appointed, to 
whom each delegation indicate its preference so 
as to secure unity of action. 

Mr. Grayson, of Pa., thought when he came 
hern they had more important work than the 
Presidency. They had organized a great nation 
al party, and when it triumphed he wanted it to 
do so upon principle. He could not agree to 
take any man, no matter what were his antece- 
dents, who did not stand fairly on or by the plat- 
form of recognized rights and principles. The 
interpretation aud thc meaning of the Constitu- 
tion were involved iu tbe contest between the 
Imo existing parties; ibey differed as to whether 
Congress had tbe power to legislate in regard to 
slavery in the Territories.
